TRADE relations between the United States and 
Spain have resumed the conditions existing prior to the 
war between the two countries. The exports from the 
United States to Spain in the fiscal year just ended 
were larger than in any preceding year, with a single 
exception, 1883, and show an increase of $6,000,000 
over 1899; while our imports from Spain also show a 
marked increase over 1899. In the seven months end- 
ing with July, 1901, our imports from Spain were 
$3,110,718, against $2,875,840 in the corresponding 
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period of the preceding year, while during the same 
period our exports to Spain increased from $8,189,288 
to $8,988,970. For the single month of July, our 
imports increased from $270,216 to $634,665, and our 
exports to Spain increased from $640,689 to $1,156,490. 


We read frequently in the sensational press of a 
European concert against the Yankee peril, and talk of 
international hostilities between the old world and the 
new. It is idle to deny that there is a keen commercial 
jealousy of the United States among European pro 
ducers, but one great fact should be considered when 
ever an international embroglio is discussed, and that 
is that Europeans have been coming here by thousands 
for two generations. In this country neighbors and 


friends of Germans, Frenchmen, Italians, Russians, 
Huns and Greeks have found a prosperity which they 
could not have attained at home. The people who have 
come over have become, for the most part, good Amer- 
icans, and there is hardly a town or political division of 
the chief European countries which is not prominently 
and prosperously represented here. There is not a 
European country whose people would not be fighting 
their own kith and kin in a war with the United States, 
and particularly is this true of Germany, whose navy 
we are often told is being equipped for a battle royal 
with ours. America has been the land of promise to 
two generations of tax ridden Europe, because we had no 
conscription here and because, until recent years, we 
have land and to spare as an outlet for overcrowding 
and competition in towns. In those circumstances we 
should have to overturn human nature to establish wide- 
the 


Kuropeans who have come here now begin to come into 


spread dislike and distrust of us, just because 
close competition with those who have stayed at home. 
The close personal ties between the people in so many 
fatherlands and their descendants here are ample evi- 
dence that a European concert against us is impossibl 
because the European nations have greater distrust and 
jealousy of each other than any one of them has of the 
United States.

is one that will benefit every expert artisan and artist 


Products of human minds and human hands obtain 
their value from the simple fact that human thought 
and human skill and valued time have entered into thei 
construction. The material is for anybody’s buying or 
having. A dime will buy a lump of clay, but it is th 
potter or the sculptor who gives consequence to it by 
the knowledge and the taste and the dexterity with 
which he shapes it. A sheet metal worker who takes a 


piece of tin and, by the application of human skill, fash- 
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1ons it into a bathtub or a ship’s ventilator, produces an 
article that is worth far more than the mere tin it is 
made of. For that matter, if the ventilator were taken 
apart the irregular shaped pieces of material would’ be 
of less value than they were originally. When one con- 
siders this subject broadly one is amazed to think the 
insurance company would take such utterly untenable 
ground. 


Innovations, however desirable, take time. It is 
nearly two years ago, or to be precise, on October 11, 
1899, that F. S. Kretsinger, president of the Iowa 
Farming Tool Co., Ft. Madison, Ia., wrote to THE 
AMERLCAN ARTISAN as follows: 

“Did it ever occur to you that there is abundant 
room in the great city of Chicago for a hardware club, 
looking for membership largely to hardware, tinware, 
stoves, iron, steel, ete.—jobbers and manufacturers of 
Chicago and out of the city as well? New York City’s 
hardware club is a successful one, has very attractive 
quarters, and judging from observation there I think 
it is profitable to the members. I believe that if rightly 
taken hold of a club could be organized that would be 
a credit to the city and its members as well as a profit 
to them.” 

In commenting on this letter I delivered myself in 
the following strain in THz AMERICAN ARTISAN, of 
Oct. 14, 1899: “Mr. Kretsinger lays the knife on the 
nerve of the matter. There can be but little doubt that 
a Chicago hardware club would prove a marked suc- 
cess. Local hardwaredom is composed of decidedly 
“clubbish” material. The bon camaradie, suavity and 
companionable qualities of our hardware men affords 
practical insurance of the success of such a club from 
the start. 

“Every day Chicago is visited by a number of man- 
ufacturers and jobbers in iron, hardware, and other 
metals, and a hardware club would prove a veritable 
boon to these and would afford the local trade a chance 
to dispense that gracious hospitality for which the city 
is noted. 

“There are places where the competitive struggle 
has unfortunately developed so keen a feeling of per- 
sonal enmity that social intercourse is hard to bring 
about, but happily such is not the case in this busy 
city where jobbers and manufacturers on the occasions 
they do meet are most friendly. 

“The expense of such a club in consideration of the 
privileges it would give and the many pleasant hours 
it would afford its membership, would be very small. 
In all clubs, as everybody knows, co-operation enables 
the members to enjoy pleasures and dispense hospital- 
ity to their friends out of all proportion to the individ- 
ual cost of membership.” 

Two weeks later in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of 
Oct. 28, 1899, I wrote the following article on this sub- 
ject: “I have quite a bit of comment on the suggestion 
made by Mr. Kretsinger, of The lowa Farming Tool 
Co., to the effect that Chicago should have a hardware 
club. A manufacturer’s agent, in discussing the mat- 
ter with me said: ‘It certainly is a good idea and I 
wonder why the matter has not been brought up before. 
I am sure a hardware club would have been a boon the 






past year with its kaleidoscopic changes in prices and 
if the right people would start such an organization | 
do not doubt that it would prove an unqualified success.’ 

“A prominent member of a local jobbing house 
said: ‘I am not surprised that a guest of the hand- 
some New York Hardware Club should miss the exist- 
ence of a similar organization in Chicago, but ther 
is a reason why there is no such club in Chicago and 
that lies in the difference between club life in New 
York and Chicago. While New York undoubtedly has 
more and finer clubs than Chicago, they are mostly 
what are styled “up town” clubs, very few being located 
in the heart of the city. On the other hand, the down 
town district in Chicago is honeycombed with clubs. 
There’s the Chicago Athletic, University, Union League, 
Chicago Press, 12:30, 1 o'clock, Griddle, Hamilton, 
Union Literary, Chess, Whist, Music, Engineers, Elks, 
Iroquois, and I don’t know how many other clubs, each 
of which counts among its members a little knot of 
two or three hardware men. So you see most of the 
clubable members among the wholesale hardware trade 
at present enjoy the privileges of a down town club. 
In New York the hardware men have their uptown 
clubs and they have the Hardware Club as their own 
town club, but it’s different here.’ 

I must confess that to my private way of thinking 
this gentleman takes a mistaken view of the subject, 
confounding a result with a cause. There are, I admit, 
sprinklings of hardware and iron men leavening club 
life in almost all the leading Chicago organizations ; 
but they are there not because they prefer such clubs 
to a distinctly hardware club, but solely because there 
is no hardware club. They would gladly join a trade 
club, but are debarred through its non-existence. I 
am convinced that a general call for a meeting of those 
interested in the formation of a hardware club would 
result in a magnificent nucleus being formed around 
which a successful club would grow with great rap- 
idity.” 

That this seed was not sown on stony ground is 
evident from the following letter sent to a friend of 
mine on the morning of Aug. 31, 1901. 

“You are earnestly requested to attend a prelim- 
inary meeting of the Hardware and Manufacturers’ 
Club to be held in the office of the Reading Hard- 
ware Co., 107 Lake St., Chicago, on Saturday 31st 
inst., at 2 o'clock. At this meeting officers will be 
elected and the necessary committee appointed. A hard- 
ware club in Chicago has for some time been deemed 
necessary and it is hoped the present movement will 
result in what the organizers anticipate, i. e., a hard- 
ware club with a healthy membership and one which 
every hardware man west of Pittsburg will feel it a 
privilege to join. Do not forget the date. Come and 
bring your friends with you to the meeting.” 

This meeting I understand was attended by a 
small sprinkling of local hardware men, whose views 
naturally followed the lines of the two interviews given 
above, as conditions relative to the formation of such 
a club as this are precisely the same now as then. If 
enough hardware jobbers, manufacturers’ agents, etc., 
will take hold of this matter there can be no doubt 
as to the successful embodiment of Mr. Kretsinger’s 


idea of two vears ago.

PARTITIONING OFF THE COLD AIR SUPPLY. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Enclosed find the plan of a furnace | recently put 
in which will show the advantages of having plenty of 
cold air in a furnace heating job. ‘This is a severe 
climate in winter and people want a furnace which will 
heat a given room quickly. The only way to do this is 
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to have a number of cold air supply ducts to the fur- 
nace. In this furnace there are five ducts giving a cold 
air supply—one from the hall, one from a bedroom, one 
from a dining room, one from a sitting room, and one 
from outdoors. It is rarely necessary to use the outdoor 
supply. A glance at the casing of the furnace shows 
that the different air supply ducts are kept separate 
from each other by sheet iron partitions inside the fur- 

















nace casing. These partitions are essential, otherwise 
the cold air 


passes out of another, and not a spoonful of cold air is 


drawn down one of these ducts simply 

used to supply the furnace. This scheme, outlined here- 

with, gives a fine circulation for the furnace, whatever 

the temperature, direction of the wind, ete.

A 
wash boiler is a wash boiler all over the world and, 
while the various tinware factories can sell a boiler for 
$3.50, I find no trouble in finding plenty of people 
willing to pay $5.00 for a good hand-made boiler, made 
from good materials.”

condition. Mr. Dennison covered a wide range of ter- 
ritory in a limited time, spending 10 of the 15 nights 
he was away on sleeping cars. 

George Joyce, a tinsmith residing at 505 East One 
Hundred and Sixty-fifth street, New York, has just 
successfully undergone a most delicate surgical opera- 
tion. August 18 he was thrown from a street car, fall- 
ing on his head and paralyzing the right side, right leg 
and vocal organs. This was due, the surgeons thought, 
to a clot of blood on the brain. A hole was bored in 
Joyce’s skull and the clot was found and removed. On 
September 2 he was able to talk for the first time since 
his accident. 

The only obstacle to a speedy settlement of the 
strike of the Amalgamated Association of Iron, Stee! 
and Tin Plate workers appears to be the personality of 
President Shaffer. The United States Steel Corporation 
have made the association the very liberal offer to con- 
sider as union all mills which the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion has succeeded in closing, and as non-union all mills 
it has sueceeded in running in spite of the association. 
The only thing that seems to prevent the acceptance of 
this offer is Shaffer’s fear of loss of prestige in accept- 


ing these terms. 


A series of conferences are being held in the offices 
of the United States Steel Corporation, with the ob- 
ject of bringing about a settlement of existing labor dif- 
ficulties. The participants include Charles M. Schwai, 
president of the United States Steel Corporation ; W. E. 
Cory, president of the Carnegie Co.; Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of Labor; John 
Mitchell, president of the United Mine Workers’ As- 
sociation; Prof. Jenks, of the Industrial Commission ; 
Secretary Easley, of the Civie Federation, and Harry 
White, secretary of the Garment Workers’ Association.

ACID PROOF CEPIENT. 








An acid proof cement will be found useful for re- 
pairing vessels of china and glass such as are used as 
receptacles for strong acids. Such a cement may be 
made by mixing two parts soluble silicate of soda (50 
degs.), two parts pulverized asbestos, and one part of 
sulphate of barium. Allow the vessel to stand several 
hours before using.—Ex. 





LIQUID BRONZE 





It is stated that a German Chemist has succeeded 
in making liquid bronze free from mental. The 
process is described as follows—Ten parts of aniline red 
and 5 parts of aniline purple are dissolved, by means 
of a gentle heat, in 100 parts of alcohol. Five parts of 
benzoic acid are then added, and the mixture is boiled 
from five to ten minutes. The bronze is said to be espe- 
cially adapted for bronzing wood or paper.—Ex.

BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation: 

Demand for men and steel steadily grows, and 
premiums for quick delivery of finished products mount 
up. Much of the business usually offering has been 
merely postponed and great activity awaits the reopen- 
ing mills. Pig iron is in better demand at nearly all 
markets, and foundry and forge iron are in larger de- 
mand, even at Pittsburg. Additional sales of rails for 
next year are reported and the business already booked 
in this and other lines assures activity throughout the 
winter. Jobbers’ stocks of finished goods are badly 
broken. Chicago reports light hardware sales the largest 
on record, and the same products are active at Pitts- 
burg. Implement and wagon men are again buying at 
the West.

There has been con- 
siderable iron sold for shipment early in the year and a 
number of inquiries are in the market for shipments of 
this kind. There has been a steady buying movement 
during the past week, taking in all grades of foundry 
iron as well as gray forge. A considerable amount of 
malleable iron has been purchased. For finished ma- 
terial there is a steady demand of good proportions and 
for the kinds that are rendered scarce by reason of the 
strike, such as sheet, bars, cotton ties and tin plate, 
there is a steadily increasing premium. Demand for all 
descriptions of old material continues active and prices 
are firm, with a disposition on the part of sellers to hold 
for still higher prices.
